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Tuberculosis  Examination  of  Milk  Samples. — 45  samples 
were  taken  from  bulk  supplies  of  milk  and  forwarded  to  the 
County  Bac.eriologist  to  be  examined  for  the  presence  of  tubercle 
bacilli  by  means  of  guinea  pig  inoculation. 

33  samples  gave  negative  results  and  10  owing  to  the  prema- 
ture death  of  the  guinea  pig  were  reported  as  inconclusive.
